This work is going on all the year. 
Now* the winter wheat is being prepared, 
to be followed by the cotton for the 
South. 
During the year just over Mr. Long­ 
l y has mailed 3,622,738 packages, all 
going free. 
Of these 2,912,730 are giv­ 
en to the congressmen, although by 
law they are only entitled to two-thirds. 
Then Hie agricultural departm ent has a 
crop correspondent in every county and 
a general one in each state. 
Tlie form­

Procuring a 
quantity of antidotes for snake-poison, 
and making all needed preparation# for 
raising and lowering the adventurous 
man who was a b o u ts it wwe.to place Ids 
life in his own hands, C halta Campbell 
was lowered into the shall by his tremb­ 
ling fellow laborers. He was armed 
only with a lantern and small stick. 
The stench occasioned by the poisoned 
breaths of the rattlesnakes was almost 
overpowering, but nothing daunted he 
proceeded on ids errand, beaching the 
bottom of the shaft he gradually 
groped

and slippery incline, stopping ever

This fact shows that hot cli­ 
mates, probably by interfering with the 
due performance of the various processes 
concerned in the formation and destruc­ 
tion of the tiodily tissues, eventually 
sap the foundations of life among Euro­ 
peans; but how far this result ha# lieen 
caused by bad habit* as regards food, 
exercise, and 8(>lf-indulgence I cannot 
say.

(his country are often very injurious to 
the young and obi, causing diarrhea 
and derangements of th** liver when 
great heat occurs, and inflammatory 
,licenses of the lungs, *olds, &e.t when 
the air becomes suddenly colder, even 
in summer.—Nature.

SEEDS FOB, THE PEOPLE. 


The Greet D istribution b / C ongressm en— 
If early Pour M illion P ackages Yearly 
M ailed from the A gricultural Depart­ 
ment. 
Au average Congressman prizes noth­ 
ing more than liia seeds. 
They are al­ 
ways appreciated, and appeal to the 
great mass of country constituencies. 
This seed distribution is a peculiar af­ 
fair. 
From its inception the Agricul­ 
tural Department has rflied upon it as 
a chief means'of keeping in the good 
graces of congressmen, with remarkable 
success. The seed business began small, 
but last yea* $75,000 was voted for its 
support, and this year $101,(XK) is set 
aside for that purpose. 
Formerly the 
business was done in the basement oi 
the Agricultural Department, but two 
years ago a spacious building was erected 
for the purpose, which now also shelters 
the Civil Service Commissioners. 
I went down there the other day to 
find 1G0 women and fifty-eight men 
busily employed in putting up tlie seed. 
The men get $1.50 per day and the 
women $1.25. 
Mr. Longly, the chief, 
presides. 
Every year he buys tons oi 
see ls. 
Home comes from abroad, the 
greater part ail grows in this country. 
He is constantly on the l:x>kout for new 
varieties, which are bought, tried by 
tlie department gardner, and, if a suc­ 
cess, sent out. 
Two-thirds of his ap­ 
propriation lie spends in seeds, the rest 
in putting them up. 
Half the women 
paste together stiff’ paper envelopes for 
the smaller kiuds, and others sew cot­ 
ton bags for the farm seeds. 
Then 
boys with different sized s*oops fill 
them, and at long tables other women 
gum the envelope laps, or with a few 
quick stitches, sew the bags. 
Then 
they are piled up in heaps like a small 
grist mill, waiting to be sent away. 
This work is going on all the year. 
Now the winter wheat is being prepared, 
to be followed by the cotton for the 
South. 
Dnring tin* year just over Mr. Long- 
ley has mailed 3,622,738 packages, all 
going free. 
Of these 2,912,730 are giv­ 
en to the congressmen, although by 
law they are only entitled to two-thirds. 
Then the agricultural department lias a 
crop correspondent in every county and 
a general one in each state. 
Tlie form­ 
er got 395,905 packages, the latter 72,- 
450, while miscellaneous applicants re­ 
ceived 279,953. 
And so perfect is the 
system that great liooksare kept where­ 
in. each recipient and what he receives 
are set down. The seeds are of all sorts, 
from field corn aud potatoes to the rar­ 
est flowers. 
Peas, beans, corn and po­ 
tatoes are put up in quart sacks and 
tiie flower see/ls in tiny envelope*. The 
list includes over fifty kinds, while of 
vegetables there are 128 varieties, and 
flowers 131. These two are more than 
two-third# of the whole. 
Last year 
2.351.835 lot* of vegetables and 563,638 
of flower sue Is ware distributed, tur­ 
nips ranking next, with 425,858, wheat 
69,299, tobaccc, 114,671, potatoes, 112,- 
229, sorghum, 34,359, while of the poor 
despised sunflower 565 packages were 
given away. 
But, the reader will say, what a job 
it must be f jr a Congressman to do up 
and address such a number of packages. 
Allowing that the div#ion was made 
equally, each one received last year 7,- 
10 >. 
This is not literally true, for the 
city members very often exchange their 
seeds with bucolic statesmen for books 
and other perquisites, while the country 
memliers, who never get enough seeds, 
go in troops to Dr. Loring to l>eg for 
more 
than they get by 
allowance 
and exchange. 
He always manages to 
squeeze out a few extra, which accounts 
for tln-ir having more than two-thirds. 
. But taking tlie average number, over 
7,0t>0 of these bundles to direct would 
be a lurge job. 
Instead of that, they 
do this:

George B. L oung. Commissioner. 
Thus the recipient sees whence the 
donation comes, even if the member 
does not have the bags sent to his room 
to 1*- directed by his ow n hand. 
On© 
wagon is kept constantly carrying the 
parcels to the postoffice, and, if the in: 
crease goes on. no one knows what 
bounds this grand distribution may not 
reach.— Correspondence

TJfF DEADLY STAKE HOLE. 


L Viiiit W hich Charley Cam pbell Made anr* 
Found Them all a t Home. 


j f - o m the Fresno (Cal.) Expositor.] 
A thrilling adventure recently took 
’are at the White Rock quartz mine on 
■•♦* north side af Ban Joaquin, in Fine 
.*id district, which for nerve and dar- 
q is equal to anything we have eTer 
fiird of. 
There is an old shaft on the 
•iue which had been unused for years, 
•d recently it became necessary to clear 
;t out and use it in working the mine. 
Hie shaft is about thirty feet deep, per- 
~*iidicularlj, with an incline of thirty 
t <>t more. A number of r&ttlesnakcii 
isd taken possession of the indosure. 
M-.obably in the start by falling down 
’ ;c shaft, and by breeding had increased 
till the whole bottom seemed like a 
.vrithing mass of reptiles. At first an 
effort was made to clean them out by 
liseharging giant powder cartridges at 
the l>ottom of the shaft, but this pro 
cess only succeeded in killing such of 
the snakes as changed to be at the top 
of the incline, and as a last resort one 
of the workmen, Charles Campbell, 
agreed to go to the bottom and kill the 
horrible venomous entiles, whose hiss­ 
ing and rattling coum be plainly heard 
at the top of the shaft. Procuring a 
quantity of antidotes for snake-poison, 
and making all needed preparation* for 
raising and lowering the adventurous 
man who was about,as it wis .to place his 
life in his own hands, Chat fas Campbell 
was lowered into the shall by his tremb­ 
ling fellow laborers. He was armed 
only with a lantern and small stick. 
Tlfestench occasioned by the poisoned 
breaths of the rattlesnakes was almost 
overpowering, but nothing daunted he 
proceeded on his errand. lie aching the 
bottom 
of the shaft he gradually 
groped 
his way down 
the steep 
and slippery incline, stopping ever 
and 
anon 
to 
kill 
a 
veno­ 
mous rattler that impended his way. 
Reaching the bottom he plied his stick 
with vigor, while the mass of snakes 
squirmed and rattled, their eyes spark­ 
ling like diamonds and their forked 
tongues lapping the air as they moved 
their heads in the intensity of their fury 
or struck with their poisoned fangs at 
the brave man that had dared encroach 
on their quarters and give them battle.

The Anomalous Summer. 
Though the ‘ harvest moon” has be­ 
gun to wane, the summer of 1884 has 
up to yesterday tenaciously held sway 
over almost every section of the country. 
It has from the beginning been a sea-? 
son marked by anomalies. On the Pa­ 
cific coast, where usually the summer 
rains hardly suffice to wet the gauges, 
the rainfall for last June was at some 
points greater than ever known. 
At 
one period it was relatively cold in the J 
torrid reigon of the Gulf of Mexico and : 
most unduly warm in the frigid North­ 
west. Comparatively unfruitful in the 
grand tornadoes, it was rich in local 
rainstorms, though in the Southwest 
it was a droughty season. In the all- 
important element of temperature its 
development was equally eccentric, the 
midsummer being 
characterized by 
“cool waves” surging down from Hie 
eastern Rocky Mountain slopes; and 1 
when the season, astronomically speak* I 
ing, had close!, its powerful reserve! 
force was displayed in the recent glow­ 
ing “warm waves” extending from the 
great plains to the Atlantic. 
The nu teorological reports for this ! 
j portion of the middle Atlantic seaward | 
: show that until the second week ol 
August the summer of 1884 was remark- 
ably cool. The average heat of June 
whs slightly Indow- the usual figures for 
the Middle Btates, aud three degrees be* 
j low for all the Southern States and 
I ennessee. The mean temperature at i 
New York for July was 71 dog.— the I 
lowest mean recorded here in thirteen 
years. In Philidelphia the mean tem- 
R- 
perature of July, as given by the public 
y, A 
ledgm\ is 71.5, which is also the lowest 
recorded there for July within the 
last thirteen years. The August returns 
show that the thermal mean in Philadel­ 
phia and New York was also a Utile be­ 
low the average for that month. 
i in J u n e 15 the Herald prognostica­ 
tions for the summer stated that from 
all meteorological data now within reach 
the probabilities are that the coming 
summer will not lie marked by excessive­ 
ly high mean temperature “in the lake 
districts, nor generally on the eastern 
side of the country north of the Caro­ 
linas and Tennessee;” Theoliservations 
already published prove that the latter 
part of this forecast has been fulfilled, j 
The premonitions which we gave the 
public in June—that the “cool waves” 
might be expected to occur till July 15, 
and there wa* no need to rush to the 
seaside and mountain resorts—were also 
justified bv the very conspicuous mid­ 
summer coolness. 
August rains were 
by no means as copious and diffused as 
those which foil in July in many ]>or- 
tions of the country. Over a large area 
of the Northwest, rn the Southwest and 
in part of the Ohio \ alley the August 
drought was serious, though tile farm­ 
ers in some sections may find the old 
adage true -

who has seen it. 
Look at it this year, 8th of August, 
aud see what it contains. First, there 
are fourteen geraniums of different 
varieties, one of Happy Thought, occu­ 
pying the center, covered with rich 
trusses of bloom, then five pots of cac­ 
tus, one Coral Begonia which is a per­ 
fect gem, one large bush of double pur­ 
ple Petunia, another of srngle white, 
one pot containing a grape-vine, seven 
years old raised from a seed of the White 
Malaga, which is as handsome as an 
Abutilon; five inches of Canterbury Bell, 
two colors; two Carnation Pinks, one 
Feverfew, one pot of China vine, five 
bunches of Bergamot, and at one comer 
a bush of wormwood, kept for the beau- 
ty of its finely-cut leaves, which exceed 
many choice plants in its showy, fight 
green; fifty bulbs of Gladiolus just bud­ 
ding and coming into bloom scattered 
here and there to fill spaces; one Eug- 
lish ivy; pansies showing their faces in 
every little opening where they can 
catch the sunlight; two or three morn­ 
ing glories running over the tops of the 
tallest plants and giving their rich frag­ 
rance in the early part of the day; four 
caster beans and one bunch of sweet 
williams, with a few smaller plants that 
it is scarcely worth while to mention. 
The whole forms one dense bouquet, 
filling the air with perfume, and is the 
most attractive spot in the yard. Every 
year it has been a source of enjoyment 
purer and sweeter than could have been 
procured with ho little oxpense in any 
other way, and no one need dispair who 
can find a space four feet by nine, that 
perhaps otherwise won Id be taken up 
by rubbish, for with a little care and ex­ 
pense they will be well rewarded.
